There was a decided air of serious­ 
ness in the meeting conducted by Rev. 
Will Trowbridge at Hie First Chris­ 
tian Church last evening, the topic 
being one of the gravest importance, 
inasmuch as it touched the very es­ 
sentials of salvation.

to be the Sinai law, which was ‘abol­ 
ished” by the death of the Christ, the

“It was his death on the cross, and 
not his obedience to any law,” lie de­ 
clared, “ which obliterated the t iffer- 
entiating or separating laws, and made 
both Jew and Creek one man, neither

vious to tile cross—a Christian." 
Other Scriptures were read which 
positively declare that there can not 
-can not—be either Jew or Creek in 
the Christ.
